Miss Bidwell was a graduate 
of the Slade School of Art, but 
she brought with her more than 
the knowledge of line, colour and 
perspective, because she was 
well versed in the works of the 
great masters, she had had the 
opportunity of visiting some of 
the most famous Art Galleries 
of Europe, and thus she had so 
very much of value to impart 
to her students beyond the 
mechanics of the crayon, pencil 





and paint brush. Also, she never let the past close her mind to what was worth 
while in contemporary art. Various awards won by Glenlyon boys in competition 
with outside schools might be cited as evidence of her work, but we would 
mention the most recent, a painting by one of her students, Christopher Wade, 
which was one of a limited number from British Columbia chosen for a place 
in the all-Canada Centennial Art Display. This was an honour in which Glen- 
lyon as a whole shared. 


But it was not only in the classroom that her ability proved itself. 
No one would be more anxious, I am sure, to pay tribute to her talents than the 
members of staff in charge of our Drama work, whether at the ‘Christmas 
Concert” or the “Drama Festival” level. When it came to stage backgrounds 
or costume sketches for the cast, her inspiration and authentic knowledge could 
be depended on, no matter what the era or the nationality. In her drawings 
Bonnie Prince Charlie could never be mistaken for Cromwell! 


Last December ill health made her retirement necessary, but we all hope 
she will reciprocate cur feeling that she still beiongs to Glenlyon. “Biddy”, as 
she was affectionately called (outside the classroom of course), will not be 
forgotten easily, and, for myself, I am grateful to have been given the opportunity 
of writing this tribute to the service she gave to Glenlyon School.

Class C required candidates of under 14 years of age to describe any three 
Commonwealth countries in a 1,900-word essay. Here, three essays were sub- 
mitted and all received honours: 
Australia, India and New Zealand by Michael Quebec 
was awarded a 6th Book Prize (for special qualities) 
Australia, Hong Kong and Jamaica by Ted Gouge, 
received Honourable Mention; 
Malayasia, India and Hong Kong by Terence Barnett 
was commended. 


All eight entries were then forwarded by the B.C. Branch to the Royal 
Commonwealth Society in London, England. As a result of this, the essays of 
Bruce Homer and Ted Gouge were further commended, while that of Michael 
Quebec received the Ist Prize in the Class C, throughout the Commonwealth. 
Michael’s prize consisted of Five Guineas worth of books and a Bronze Medal. 


It is interesting to record that in B.C., over 1,400 students attempted 
essays, of which 285 were submitted to London. 


On June 10th His Honour, the Lieutenant-Governor graciously presented 
prizes and certificates to Quebec, Homer, Hughes, Jensen, Rainsford, Gouge and 
Barnett at Government House. This very enjoyable function was attended by the 
Headmaster and Mr. McNeel-Caird besides parents and friends.

“GREEN AIR” 


After the glider pilot pulls the red cable release knob on his instrument 
panel, he is free. He is alone in a sailplane, three thousand feet from earth and 
there is nothing to break the golden silence, save the wind whistling past. 
There is no engine; his fuel is ascending masses of warm air. 

The pilot, after releasing himself, glides in search of “green air” or 
warm air. Warm air is sometimes referred to as “green air’ because when a 
pilot hits an up-draft a green ball in a tube will rise. In an up-draft the glider 
is lifted up by the green air to altitudes as high as forty-six thousand feet and 
then he glides downward at a rate of one foot per thirty feet until he is carried 
up. 

The record height for a glider pilot in an unpressured plane is nine 
miles and the longest distance is three hundred and fifty miles.
